The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: As shown by EP '079, fumarate derivatives of 
polyalkylene glycol propenyl or allyl ether are art recognized compounds. Thus, Groups I-V lack 
a single general inventive concept or corresponding special technical feature. 

As claims 20, 21, 28 and 29 are multiple dependent claims that encompass more than one 
invention, to the extent that they encompass the elected invention they will be considered with 
that invention. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
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The fumarate derivative of Formula (9), the fumarate derivative of Formula (10), the 
fumarate derivative of Formula (1 1) and the fumarate derivative of Formula (25).
